-<6 & 27 Vic,, cap. 90, sec, 16, and the 7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81, sec. 56, I have 
the honour to transmit to your Excellency, in order that the same may be 
laid before Parliament, General Abstracts of the Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in Ireland during the year 1868. 

A General Abstract of the number of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, 
registered in the year 1868, was presented to Parliament in the Session of 
1869. The Report now submitted contains detailed Tables of the ages 
and condition o± persons married; of Births, distinguishing legitimate from 
illegitimate ; and of Deaths, and their causes. 

1 he Acts for the Registration of Births and Deaths, and Roman 
Catholic Marriages, came into operation on the 1st of January, 1864, but 
that for the Registration of Protestant Marriages of all denominations 
has been in force since the 1st of April, 1845. 

For the purposes of Registration, the country has been divided into 163 
buperintendent Registrars’ Districts — co-extensive with the Poor Law 
Unions and into 779 Registrars’ Districts, which, with a few exceptions, 
, e( I ual extent with the Dispensary Districts formed under the 
Medical Charities Act. 


CENERAI SUMMARY. 

The estimated population of Ireland in the middle of 1888 was 5,543,285; 
the persons whose marriages were registered, amounted to 55,398, the 
number of marriages being 27,699; children born alive whose births were 
registered, amounted to 146,051; and the number of deaths registered was 
86,185. The emigrants from Ireland during the year 1868 amounted to 
61,018. In the previous year — 1 867 — there were registered 29,742 
marriages, 144,388 births, and 93,503 deaths ; the number of emigrants 
was 80,624. 


MARRIAGES. 

27,699 marriages were registered in Ireland during 1868, being in the 
proportion of 1 marriage to every 200 of the estimated population. The 
ratio in England in. the same year was 1 in 1 22. 

667 men and 3,808 women contracted marriage before they had 
attained their twenty-first year. The proportion of males married under 
age was 2*41 ; of females, 13‘75 per cent. The proportions in England 
and Wales in 1868 were — males, 7'15, and females, 21 ‘05 per cent. 

Of widowers, 2,855, and of widows, 1,563 were re-married; the propor- 
tion to the total marriages being 10'31 per cent, of widowers, and 5 - 64 
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per cent, of widows. The like proportions in England and Wales were 
14.05 per cent, widowers, and 9'39 per cent, widows. 

According to the provisions of the Registration Acts, every registry of 
a marriage is required to be signed by the parties married, two witnesses, 
and the officiating clergyman. A test of the elementary education of 
the persons contracting marriage is thus afforded by comparing the 
number who write their names in the registers, with the number who 
make a mark. Of 55,398 persons married in 1868, 22,905 (10,011 men 
and 12,894 women) signed the registers with marks ; being in the propor- 
tion of 41'3o per cent. — -36‘1 per cent, of the males, and 46’6 per cent, of 
the females married. 

The corresponding rates in England and Wales for the same year were 
20T per cent, of males, and 27'8 per cent, of females. 

The marriage registers contain a column in which the age of each of 
the parties married is inserted; hut as the law only requires it to he 
stated whether the parties are “of full age” or “minors,” the precise a° - e 
at marriage is not always entered in the registers. In 1868 the exact ages 
of both parties were given in 10,821 instances. Of these 9,816 were 
bachelors, and 10,267 spinsters ; 1,005 were widowers, and 554 widows. 
The largest number of wives married between the ages of 21 and 30— the 
number being 6,866, or more than one-half of the whole number whose 
ages are recorded. The largest number of husbands — 6,524 — also married 
between 21 and 30 years of age. 

292 bachelors were married to widows, both of whose ages at the time 
of marriage are recorded. 157 of these widows and 137 of the bachelors 
married between 25 and 3 d years of age. Of 743 widowers who married 
spinsters, 393 of the latter were between 20 and 30 years of age ; whilst 
the largest number of the widowers on their re-marriages ranged chieflv 
between 30 and 40. ° J 

Of widowers and widows married, whose ages at the time of marriage 
are stated, there were 262 couples. Of these the largest number of widows 
appears to have been between 35 and 45, and of widowers between 50 
and 60. 8 widowers and 1 widow were married when they were above 
70 years old. 

With respect to Roman Catholic Marriages, the 20 & 27 Vic., cap. 
90, directs that parties about to contract marriage shall produce to 
the clergyman celebrating the marriage a certificate, to be procured 
from the Registrar, filled up as far as possible by that officer with 
the particulars necessary to be registered, which certificate the parties 
married, the witnesses, and the officiating clergyman are required to 
sign. When so filled up the certificate is to be returned within three 
days to the Registrar by the husband, under a penalty of ten pounds. 

With a view to facilitate the registration of marriages under the Act 
referred to, and at the special request of several dignitaries of the Roman 

Catholic Church,— with the approval of the Law Officers of the Crown 

(who at that time were the Right Hon. Thomas O’Hagan, M.p., and James 
A. Lawson, esq., Q.C.)— I instructed the District Registrars to furnish 
to each parish priest, who should apply for them, forms of certi- 
ficate to be duly filled, signed, and forwarded to the Registrar on the 
occasion of a marriage, thus saving the husband the inconvenience of 
procuring from the Registrar a form of certificate previous to his mar- 
riage, as required by the Statute* I also furnished all the Roman

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Catholic clergy in Ireland with copies of the Act above referred to, in 
order that the requirements of the law might he known to them previous 
to the Act coming into operation. 

The proportions per cent, of marriages to the estimated population, and

81, I am enabled to state respecting 
other religious persuasions, that there were 1,475 Churches and Chapels 
of the Established Church, 580 registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses, 
and 225 Registered Buildings belonging to various denominations, in 
which marriages might lawfully be solemnized, on the 31st December, 
13G8.

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Of the persons whose deaths were registered during the year 2816 in 
every 100 were children under 5 years old — 29 ‘8 6 per cent, of the males 
and 2615 per cent, of the females. 13'76 per cent, of the men, and 
1510 per cent, of the women, whose deaths were registered liad passed 
their 75th year. 58 of the males and 76 of the females in every 10,000 
were stated in the returns to have been over 95 years of age. 


During the year 1868 the number of emigrants who left the ports of 
Ireland amounted to 61,018; of these 35,412 were males and ^25,606 
females. Of the whole number, 10,154 were from Leinster; 16,857 from 
Munster; 14,763 from Ulster; and 9,692 from Connaught : 9,552 person^ 
did not state the county or province to which they belonged. 

Of the emigrants in 1868, 117 per cent, were under 15 years of age ; 
77'5 per cent, were 15 to 35 years old ; 9'8 per cent, were 35 and 
upwards ; and the ages of 10 per cent, were not specified in the returns. 

METEOEOI.OGY. 

The following is an abstract of the meteorological observations taken 
during the year 1868, at the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, Dublin. 

The barometer was highest during the year a.t 9.30 p.m:., on 11th Feb- 
ruary, when it stood at 30865 inches, the air being calm ; it was lowest 
on 27th December, at 9.30 A.M., with the wind at S.W., when it was 
28 - 735 inches. 

The highest temperature in the air was 8S - 4°, on 21st J uly, and the 
lowest was 22-6°, on 3rd January. 

Pain or snow fell on 183 days. The greatest rain-fall in 24 hours was 
1-334 inches, on 25th September, wind N.E. The total amount registered 
was 241)95 inches. 

The prevailing wind was S.W., from which point it blew on 124 days ; 
it was from W. on 68 days ; from S.E. on 41 days ; from N.W. on 29 days ; 
from N.E. and E. on 24 days each ; from S. on 21 days ; and from N. on 
14 days, at 9.30 A.M. On 21 days the air was calm at that hour. The 
total pressure of S.W. wind was 535 lbs. per square foot, being an average 
of 4-31 lbs. for each day it blew. The strongest wind blew from S.W. on 
10th December, when the pressure was 25 lbs. per square foot.

Of tlie persons receiving indoor relief during the first quarter of 1868 an First 
average number of 474 in each week were located in Asylums for the Blind and Quarter, 
the Deaf and Dumb, and in Extern Hospitals ; in the corresponding quarter of 
1867 the average weekly number was 429. 


THE WZATEHE. 

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of the year 1S6S was 
29*901 inches (in the corresponding quarter of 1867, 1866, 1865, and 1864 it 
was 29 '642 inches, 29*521 inches, 29'651 inches, and 29*725 inches respectively) ; 
the highest reading (30*682) was on the 11th February, at 9.30 p.m., the air being 
calm, and the lowest (28*642) was on the 18th January, at 9.30 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 44*1° (it was 39*9°, 
41*5°, 38*9°, and 40'2 o , respectively, in the corresponding quarters of 1867, 1866, 
186oi and 1864) ; the maximum temperature (62*1°) was on the 30th March, and 
the minimum (22*6°) was on the 3rd January. 

llain or snow fell on 44 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 5*878 
inches * in the first quarter of 1867, 1866, 1865, and 1864 it was 8*188 inches, 
7*508 inches, 5 '979 inches, and 5*227 inches respectively. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall during the quarter was in January, when 2*810 inches were registered. 

As usual there was a prevalence of westerly winds, the wind having blown from 
the west (at 9*30 a.m.) on 30 days ; from S.W. on 37, and from N.W. on 6. On 
4 days it blew from H.E., on 4 from S.E., on 3 from E., and on 1 from S. The 
air was calm on 6 days at 9.30, a.m. 


HEiX.IaTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

The genial weather which prevailed during the first three months of the year 1868 
notably influenced the public health. 

The mean temperature during the quarter was 44-1°, and the number of deaths 
registered was 25,024. During the corresponding period of 1867 the mean 
temperature was 39*9°, and the number of deaths registered 30,411, so that an 
increase in the temperature of 4*2° caused a decrease of 5,387 in the number of 

deaths. . 

Whooping-cough, scarlatina, and measles were tlie prevailing epidemics. Many 
deaths resulted from croup. 

The Registrar of the Dumnore District, Team Union, stated there was one death 
caused by°8nmll-pox, wliicli at the beginning of the quarter was rather prevalent, 
hut lias disappeared ; the child had not been vaccinated . 

The Registrar of tlie Hollymount District, in tlie Union of Ballinrobe, made the 
following remarks : — “ Small-pox still existing, hut on the decline. Legal proceed- 
ings have been instituted against a person accused of inoculating ; hut prosecution 
to°oonviction is very difficult, owing to the imperfection of tlie Act in only making 
the inoculator liable, and not also those aiding and abetting, as the parents in case 
of children, anil adults submitting themselves to the operation.” 

Pour children In the Brideswell District, Atlilone Union, who had been pre- 
viously vaccinated, were attacked with small-pox, all recovered, and “ there was 
no trace of any pitting.” . . ,, .

Marriages — Grouping the Unions or Superintendent Rcgislrars’ Districts by 
Provinces, it will bo observed from the following table that there were 4 340 
marriages registered in the province of Munster during tbe first quarter of 
1808, affording an annual ratio of 1 marriage in every 84 of the population • 
and in Connaught 2,411, affording a ratio of 1 in 90; whereas in Ulster the 
ratio was only 1 in 109 ; and in Leinster, 1 in 162. As has been remarked in 
former reports, the first quarter of the year is much the most favoured by the 
Roman Catholic population for marriage; this fact accounts for the great difference 
between the marriage-rates in Connaught and Munster, and those in Ulster and 
Leinster.

— There were 22,307 deaths — 11,236 males, and 11,071 females — 
registered during the quarter, affording an annual ratio of 1 in 62 T, or 1 *6 1 per 
cent, of the estimated population. The average number registered during the second 
quarter of the previous four years was 24,287. 

Emigration. — According to the returns obtained by the Enumerators, the number 
of emigrants who left the ports of Ireland, during the quarter ended 30th June, 
1868, amounted to 25,453 — 14,725 males and 10,728 females. The average 
number of emigrants during the corresponding quarter of the preceding four years 
was 40,601. 

Estimated Decrease of the Population. — The number of births registered during 
the quarter ended 30th June, 1868, being 40,431 ; the deaths 22,307 ; and the 
number of emigrants 25,453 — (according to the returns obtained by the enume- 
rators at the several seaports) ; a decrease of 7,329 would, therefore, appear to 
have taken place in the population of Ireland during that period. 


PRICES CP PROVISIONS, AND PAUPERISM. 

The average price of Messrs. Manders and Co.’s 4 lb. loaf for the quarter ended 
30th Juno 1868 was 9 d., the price during the first eight weeks having been 9d., 
and during the last five weeks S \d . ; the average price for the corresponding quarter 
of 1S67 was 8 d. 

The average price of oatmeal for the quarter, at the Dublin Corn Exchange, was 
18s. 3d. per cwt., being 2d. less than the average price for the second quarter of 
1867. 

Potatoes ranged in price during the quarter from 4s. Gd. to 5s. Gd. per cwt., 
against 4s. Gd. to 7s. Gd. for the corresponding quarter of 1867. 

The average prices of beef at tlie Dublin Cattle Market, during the quarter, 
wero 54s. Gd. to 67s. per cwt. ; the average prices for the second quarter of 1867 
wore 53s. Gd. to 70s. Gd per cwt.

none of the individuals had been protected by vaccination . 

Two deaths were stated to have been, caused by glanders — -one in Pomeroy, 
Cookstown Union, and the other in Bellaghy, Magkerafelt Union. 

The deaths of two centenarians were registered in the Pomeroy District, Cooks- 
town Uuion. 

Of the sixty-eiglit persons whose deaths were registered in Glendermot District, 
Londonderry Union, twenty had exceeded the age of seventy years, including 
eleven who were said to have reached the advanced age of eighty years and 
upwards. The death ot a woman, who was stated to have attained the very 
advanced age of 106 years, was registered in the Crossakeel District, Oldcastle 
Union.

Of the 5,053 marriages registered during the third quarter of 1868, 3,162 
were between Homan Catholics, representing an annual ratio of 1 marriage in 
every 340, or *294 per cent, of the Homan Catholic population ; and the remaining 
1,891 marriages were between Protestants, being equal to an annual ratio of 1 in 
every 163, or -614 per cent, of the Protestant population. 

Births. — There were 34,310 births registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ending 30th September, 186S — 17,649 boys and 16,661 girls — representing an 
annual ratio of 1 in every 40 ’4, or 2’48 per cent, of the estimated population; the 
average number of births registered during the corresponding quarter of the pre- 
ceding four years was 33,924. 

Beaths. —The deaths registered in Ireland during the third quarter of the year 
1868 amounted to 18,426—0,270 males and 9,156 females — affording an annual 
ratio of 1 in every 75*2, or 1*33 per cent, of the estimated population. The 
average number registered during the corresponding quarter of the previous four 
years was 18,730. 

Emigration — According to the returns obtained by the Enumerators, the number 
of emigrants who left the ports of Ireland during the quarter ended 30th Sep- 
tember, 1868, amounted to 14,259 — 7,744 males and 6,515 females— the average

The greatest monthly rain-fall 
during the quarter was in August, when 4-130 inches were registered; 3*140 
inches wero registered in September, hut only *039 in. in July. The greatest 
amount in 24 hours (1*334 inches) fell on the 25th September. 

The south-westerly wind was the most prevalent during the quarter, having 
blown on 27 days. On 15 days the wind blew from N.E., on 15 from S.E., on 11 
from N.W., on 9 from E., on 7 from N., on only 6 days from W., and on 2 from S., 
at 9-30 a.m.

The general absence of epidemics and the very fine weather are the most 
remarkable features of the September quarter. It will be seen in the preceding 
report on the weather, that the mean temperature of the air during the quarter 
was 60° of Eahreuheit, the maximum having been 88-4°, while in the corresponding 
period of 1867 the mean temperature was 58-5°, and the maximum 79'6°. 

Of zymotic diseases that which was most frequently referred to in the Regis- 
trars’ notes is scarlatina — a disease which commits sad havoc among children, 
especially in those localities where sanitary laws arc neglected . Of the 61 deaths 
registered in the Ivinsalo District, Kinsale Union, 14 were caused by scarlatina. 
The Registrar of the Kil worth District, Eermoy Union, reports on the prevalence 
of scarlatina “ of a very malignant type, several of the cases only living a few days. 
There wero 32 cases and 20 deaths ; a great many died without a doctor seeing 
them.” In tlio Tallow District, Lismore Union, 13 of the 30 deaths registered 
resulted from scarlatina. Tho Registrar states that “ it was impossible to treat 
this complaint in the dwellings of the poor, where numbers aro crowded together in 
small and badly ventilated apartments.” In the Glenarni District, Larne Union, 
15 of tho 39 deaths registered were referred to scarlatina and its sequels. 

Measles and whooping cough were prevalent and fatal in a few districts. 

Many of tho Registrars remarked upon the general immunity from the various 
forms of fever. ! 

In the Svvanlinhar District, Bawnboy Union, 2 deaths resulted from purpura. 
One fatal case of purpuric fever was reported by the Registrar of the Brosna Dis- 
trict, Tralee Union. 

A boy aged seventeen died from tetanus or locked-jaw, the result of an injury 
of the foot. 

The high temperature which prevailed during the quarter was the cause of several 
deaths from solis ictus or sun-stroke. 

Tho Registrar of Ilollymount, Ballinrohe Union, reported the disappearance of 
small-pox from his district. 

In the Oastlereagh District, Castlercagh Union, “ there wore 9 cases of small-pox, 
2 of which hacl been vaccinated. All recovered." The Registrar of the French park 
District of the same union stated “ chin cough prevailed during the Autumn. There 
were a few deaths reported from it.” 

The deaths of many persons who were stated to have attained very advanced 
ages were reported — of these a few may be instanced. The Registrar of the Kilkeel 
District, Kilkeel Union, stated ** There was 1 death of a person aged 113 years.”

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of 1867 the rate in this division was 1 in 54; and in the third quarter of 1866 it 
was 1 in 55. 

The number of deaths registered in the “Western” Division, during the quarter 
of the year under consideration, only affords an annual ratio of 1 in 105 of 
the estimated population; this division had also the lowest death-rate in 
the corresponding quarter of each preceding year since registration commenced 
in this country.

The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on Saturdays 
during the fourth quarter of 1868 was 52,107, against 50,775 for the corresponding 
period of 1867. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during the 
quarter was 15,501, against 13,467 for the fourth quarter of 1867. 

Of the persons’rcceiving in-door relief during the fourth quarter of 1868, an 
average number of 482 in each week Avere located in Asylums for the Blind and 
the Deaf and Dumb, and in Extern Hospitals ■ in the corresponding quarter of 
1867 the average weekly number Avas 431. 


THE WEATHER. 

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of the year 1868, 
Avas 29*777 inches (in the corresponding quarter of 1867, 1866, 1865, and 1864 
it was 29*934 inches, 29*773 inches, 29*674 inches, and 29*686 inches respectively) ; 
the highest reading (30*726) was on tho 13th November, at 9.30 a.m., wind W., 
and tho lowest (28*735 inches) was on tho 27th December, at 9.30 a.m., 
AvindS.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 45*2° (it Avas 44*6°, 
46*4°, 46*5°, and 44*4° respectively, in the corresponding quarter of 1867, 1866, 
1865, and 1864) ; the maximum temperature (64*3°) was on the 1st November, 
and the minimum (26*5°) was on the 6th of the same month. 

Rain or snow fell on 67 days during the quarter. The rain-fa,ll measured 6*991 
inches ; in the fourth quarter of 1867, 1866, 1S65, and 1864 it was 4*631 inches, 
4*897 inches, 10*112 inches, and 12*040 inches respectively. The greatest monthly 
rain-fall during the quarter was in December, when 4*379 inches, or nearly 
two-thirds of the entire quantity, were registered. 

There was a prevalence of westerly winds during the quarter — the wind 
having hloAvn (at 9*30, a.m.) on 33 days from S.W., on 12 days from W., 
and on 7 days from N.W. It blew from S. and S.E. on 10 days each, from E. on 5 
days ; from N.E. on 4 clays, from N. on 2 days ; and the air was calm on 9 days 
at 9*30 a.m.

Year 1868. 


Sir, 

I have the honour of submitting to you a few observations on the assigued causes 
of the deaths registered in Ireland during the year 186S. 

The number of deaths registered during the year 1868 was 7,318 less than the 
number registered during the year preceding. The mean temperature for the year 
1868 was 1*7° higher than in 1867 — this may to a certain extent account for the 
diminished mortality. 


I. Zymotic Diseases. 

The number of deaths ascribed to zymotic diseases amounted to 16,487 — 8,227 
males and 8,260 females — showing an increase of 421, as compared with the year 
1867. Of all the deaths registered during the year, 1 in every 5'2 resulted from 
zymotic diseases. 

Fever was the cause of 3,560 deaths — 1,880 males and 1,680 females — or 1 in 
every 24 of all the deaths. 

2,696 persons died from scarlet fever — 1,349 males and 1,347 females ; 1 in 
every 32 of the total deaths registered were referred to scarlet fever. 

Whooping-cough was more fatal than in the year preceding; 2,380 — 1,044 
males and 1,336 females — fell victims to this disease, showing a ratio of 1 in every 
36 of all the deaths registered. 

The deaths from diarrhoea numbered 2,127-— 1,076 males and 1,051 females — *or 
1 in 41 of all the deaths. 1,123 of the persons who died from diarrhoea were under 
5 years of age, and 386 were aged 65 years and upwards. 

The deaths caused by croup amounted to 1,549 — 840 males and 709 females — 
being in the proportion of 1 in 56 of all the deaths. The number of the deaths 
registered from this disease exceeded the number registered in 1867 by 184. 

Measles proved fatal in 1,251 instances— 633 males and 618 females. 

Diphtheria was the cause of 202 deaths— 107 males and 95 females. 

157 deaths were ascribed to cholera. 

Metria or puerperal fever was the cause of 264 deaths, showing a decrease of 
38, as compared with the preceding year. 

Two males and 1 female died from hydrophobia. 

(*lander3 caused the death of 3 men. 

Small-pox caused 23 deaths, 8 of which occurred in the Tuam Union. 
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II. Coxstitutional Diseases. 

To constitutional diseases 16,204 deaths were referred— 7,852 males and 8,352 
females — affording a ratio of 1 in every 53 of all the deaths. 

9,440 persons fell victims to phthisis or pulmonary consumption— 4,496 males 
and 4,944 females— or 1 in every 9'1 of all the deaths. 

To dropsy 1,432 deaths were ascribed— 660 males and 772 females. 

Cancer caused 1,647 deaths— of these, 722 were males and 925 females. 

Mesenteric disease was the cause of 1,403 deaths— 697 males and 70S females. 

Hydrocephalus or water on the brain caused 1,085 deaths— 615 males and 470 
females. 

Under the head of scrofula, 957 deaths were tabulated. 


III. Local Diseases, 

Diseases termed “Local” contributed 28,268 deaths— 15,501 males, and 12 767 
females — or 1 in every 3-0 of all the deaths. ’ 

Diseases of the nervous system proved fatal in 8,600 instances— 4 827 males and 
3,773 females— of which number, 4,137 deaths were ascribed to convulsions- 
363 males and 1,7(4 females; 973 to apoplexy— 577 males and 396 females ■ 
1,440 were referred to paralysis, (736 males and 704 females) ; 700 to inflamma- 
tion of the brain and its membranes— 445 males and 255 females ; and 825 to 
brain disease unspecified. 

Irom diseases of the circulatory organs there died 3,158 persons 1,668 males 

and 1,490 females viz., pericarditis or inflammation of the heart’s covering was the 
cause of 90 deaths— 50 males and 40 females ; (the number of deaths registered 
from pericarditis during the year 1867 was 65) ; aneurism was the cause°of 111 
deaths— 82 males and 29 females ; and 2,957 deaths— 1,536 males and 1 421 
females were returned under the head of heart disease unspecified 

Diseases of the respiratory organs (exclusive of phthisis or pulmonary consume, 
tion) caused 10,393 deaths-5,460 males and 4,933 females; in the year 1867 
the deaths from these diseases amounted to 13,703. In the first three months 

iL!m the tem P erature 4 ' 2 ° than in the corresponding quarter of 

1868. The lower temperature in the former year may he referred to as the cause 
of the deaths from diseases of the respiratory organs, being 3,310 in excess of 
the year 1868. Bronchitis caused 7,250 deaths— 3,628 males and 3,622 females : 
the deaths from bronchitis in the year preceding amounted to 10,067 ; pneumonia 
or inflammation of the lungs caused 1,532 deaths— 963 males and 569 females ; 
499 deaths were referred to asthma against 727 in the preceding year; 347 deaths 
were attributed to pleurisy ; 108 to laryngitis; and 657 to lung disease unspecified 
Diseases of the digestive organs caused 4,515 deaths— 2,509 males and 2,006 
females viz., enteritis or inflammation of the bowels provedfatal to 553 persons ; 
peritonitis to 252 ; gastritis is the cause assigned for 255 deaths ; ileus, including 
obstruction of the bowels, constipation, Ac,, caused 410 deaths ; 982 deaths were 
returned as caused by disease of the stomach unspecified; hepatitis or inflam- 
mation of the liver was stated to have been the cause of 231 deaths ; jaundice 
of 183 ; and liver disease unspecified of 996. 
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Diseases of tlie urinary organs were the cause of 1,019 deaths — 802 males and 
217 females; of which number nephria or Bright’s disease caused 208 deaths ; 
inflammation of the kidneys 46 ; stone in the bladder 26 ; inflammation of the 
bladder 59 ; diabetes 100 ; and kidney disease unspecified 535. 

151 deaths were the result of diseases of the organs of generation. 

To diseases of the organs of locomotion 204 deaths— ll4 males and 90 females — 
were referred. 

228 persons died from diseases of the integumentary system, yiz., 6 from 
phlegmon; 90 from ulcer; and 132 from skin disease unspecified. 


IV. Developmental Diseases. 

20,091 deaths — 8,761 males and 11,330 females — 1 in every 4*3 of all the deaths 
were ascribed to diseases incidental to the growth and decay of the human frame. 
Premature birth was the cause of 194 deaths ; cyanosis of 9 ; spina bifida of 19 ; 
and 32 deaths were returned under the head of “ other malformations ;" the deaths 
of 315 infants were referred to dentition. 

The number of deaths from childbirth (676), shows an increase of 56 as com- 
pared with the year 1867. The deaths from metria or puerperal fever amounted 
to 264, making a total of 940 deaths. In 1867 the number of women who died 
from parturition was 922 — 302 from metria, and 620 from the accidents of 
child-bearing. 

14,769 deaths were ascribed to old age — 6,371 males and 8,398 females. 

To atrophy and debility 4,061 deaths were referred — 2,072 males aud 1,989 
females. 


V. Violent Deaths. 

The number of deaths resulting from violent causes amounted to 2,143 — 1,494 
males and 649 females — or 1 in every 40 of all the deaths registered. Four deaths 
in every 10,000 of the estimated population were caused by violence. 

Of the deaths from violence, 1,834 were accidental, viz., 609 from fractures and 
contusions; 14 from gunshot wounds ; 14 from cuts or stabs ; 533 from hums or 
scalds — 248 males and 285 females ; 25 from poisoning ; 466 from drowning — 391 
males and 75 females ; 50 from suffocation — 38 males and 12 females. Eighteen 
of the persons whose deaths were caused by suffocation had not attained the age 
of 12 months. In 123 instances the nature of the accident which caused death 
was not stated. 

143 deaths from homicide were registered. 

87 persons — 6S males and 19 females — -committed suicide, or 15 out of every 
1,000,000 of the estimated population died by their own hands. 

Of the men who committed self-destruction, 8 were returned as having died 
from gunshot wounds ; 18 from cut or stab ; 4 from poison ; 10 frotn drowning, 
and 18 from hanging. Of the female suicides, the act was committed in 2 
instances by cut or stab ; 1 by poison ; 9 by drowning, and 5 by hanging. In 
12 instances the means of self-destruction was not stated im the returns — (10 
males and 2 females). 
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In 79 instances of violent dcatls it was not stated in tlie returns whether tho 
death was accidental, suicidal, or homicidal, and consequently these deaths could 
not be classed in the tables. 

/n 36/ cases of sudden death the cause was not ascertained. 

The cause of death was unspecified or ill-defined in 2,625 instances, or 1 in 33 of 
the total deaths, showing a still further improvement in the returns, as in the year 
preceding the number of ill-defined or unspecified cases was in the proportion of 1 
in. 31 of the total deaths registered.
